Determiseé in Their Demand for 
go Per Day. 

A prominent resident of Candelaria 
sends the Virginia Chronicle the fol- 
lowing in relation to the movement of 
the miners in that district for an in- 
crease in wages:

The men al! quit work to-night 
in the above mines and held a meet-

to $3 50 per dav. He reinstated the 
men. 

„There is a hard feeling existing 
against Jackson, and he may have to 
leave camp. The men are determined 
and will win the strike if it takes a 
gear. The miners are still in session 
at this writing, I o’clock a.m. At 1:20 
o’clock A. u. a committee visited Super- 
intendent Shockley, and he reinstated 
the men discharged. The men are al] 
soher and acting very gentlemanly. 
All the companies have until Septem- 
ber Ist to raise the wages.

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RESHAPING KNOCK-KNEES. 
Heroic Surgical Measgeres Used toe Care 
# Child's Deformity. 

There was & notable surgical opera- 
tion performed upon @ child in Avon- 
dale recently, says the Cincinnati En- 

gutrer. 

The operation is one of rare occur- 
rence in this country, although it has 
been performed suecessfully a number 
of times in Lurope. 

From birth little Gertrude Jackson 
has been afflicted with what is known 
as knock-knees, the afiiction being 
guch as to render walking impossible. or 
even standing without the assistance of 
some one to prop hor-up. In fact, the 
little girl's legs were bent ou!wardly to 
such an extent that they described 
a semicircular curve. The parents had 
entirely given up the idea that their 
bright little daughter would cver be 
able to walk without the aid of arti- 
ficial means. The little girl's case a few 
days azo came to the notice of Dr. Linn,

professor of orthopedie surgery in the 


Pulte Medics] Colloge. An examination 
of the child’s limbs was made, and it was 
decided that the only possible means of 
relief was that known asa double oste- 
omy operation. Tho operation comes 
under the head of orthopedic surgery, 
and was performed as foliows: 

An csmark bandage was placed around 
the leg and ankle, extending from the 
foot to the upper third of the thigh. 
This process rendered the leg upon 


which the operation was to be performed , 


perfectly bloodiess. “An incision was 
then wade with a stiarp knife at a point 


on the inner side of the leg, one-half an | 


inch above the adductor magnus. 


The knife was sunk clean through 


the bone, and a’ chisel subse- 
quently slipped along the side of 
the knife until the bone was 
reached, when tho knife was skilfully 
withdrawn, allowing the steel chisel to 
remain in the flesh. After the knife had 
been withdrawn the chisel was given a 
deft twist at exactly right angles with 
the bone. The sharp point of the instru- 


to 


ment was then placed upon the tender 


bone, and several sharp blows quickly 
struck in rapid succession with a mallet. 
The bone was completely severed. A 
sponge was then bound over the limb 
after ‘i.e ends of the bones wero placed 


in ¢ .tact, and the limb atlowed tb rest | 


similar operation had bear per- 
furcwed Upou the other limb. 

The bandage around the limb first op- 

crated upon was then removed from the 


| wound made by the incision of the knife 


and the limb well dusted with iodoform. 
Jodoform gauge was then applied to the 
leg and a flanne! bandage tightly bound 
about the limb from the foot to the up- 
per third of the thigh. The limb was 
now ready for the finul part of the oper- 
ation. 

It was straightened into its proper po- 
sition and held that way until a heavy 
coating of plaster of paris bad been 
placed over it. The other leg was sim- 
ilarly treated, and the remarkable op- 
eration successfully performed. The 
patient all the while was under tbe in- 


fluence of ether, and after the operation 


awoke entirely unaware of what had 
taken place. 

Tho external wound in an operation 
of this kind usually heals in about six 
weeks. When the cnds of the bones 
are perfectly united, the plaster of 
paris coating can be removed, andin a 
short time thechild bo able to use her 
limbs with as much freedom as any ono 
of her age. The entire operation lasted 
about an hour, and was rendered all tho 
more dificult on account of the tender 
age of the child. It is the first case of 
the kind recorded in Cincinnati, and in 
many respects is considercred a great 
triumph for the medical profession of 
this city. It is considered a heroic op- 
eration for the relief ot a child seem- 
ingly afilicted and rendered compara- 
tively helpless for life. The parents of 
the child are overjoyed at the hope of 
seeing their litt. able to walk. 


A CONVICT’S REFORM. 


It Is Effected by the Recollection of His 
Mother's Words. 
Apropos of the movement to furnish 
books to the prisoners in Auburn jaila 
Norwegian lady, resident in Auburn, 
tells in her picturesque way an episode 
which occurred in Charleston, S. C., 
says the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. Years 
ago a mother took her five-year-old boy 
into prison when she went tosee his 
father, committed for some trifling of- 
fense. The little fellow stepped into 
the adjacent cell, having ovcr it the 
number 68 
shut the door, but quickly opened it at 
the little fellow’s screams. [lis mother 
soothed him, saying: Nobody shan't 
ever, ever shut my little boy up in a 
dark prison.” Years passed. The boy's 
father and mother died. His uncle 
helped him and gave him money to 
get to New York. He fell in with 
bad company, uandered his mon- 
ey, and in sheer desperation a'“ 
tempted to commit burglary in his 
uncie’s house. That relative was so en- 
raged he handed over his nephew to the 
authorities. Looking at the number of 
his cell, to his horror he saw 68.“ and 
knew that it was the self-same cel! that 
had inspired his boyish terror. When 
his mother’s words came back: No- 
body shan’t ever shut my little boy ina 
dark cell,” and he wept as he had not 
since ber death, for he had loved that 
mother. The warden's wife had found 
him in a melted condition. He told her 
his story and she gave him the utmost 
sympathy and kindness during his long 
term, shortened by his good behavior. 
As be left his cell and took a last look 
at those terrible numbers 68, he de- 
termined he would make a man of 
whom his mother should be proud. Dy 
his trade, learned in prison, he pursucd 
an honest and lucrative trade, and bis 
taste for literature, also formed by the 
warden, provided for leisure hours. 
Ten years afterward he called on the 
warden’s wife, and she could hardly be- 
lieve that it was he who bad occupied
